S. African Rabbi urges

JOHANNESBURG 
Awareness that South Africa is 
about to enter difficult days perme- 
ated many. of the speeches given at 
the opening session of a conference 
of the Federation. of Synagogues of 
the Transvaal and Orange Free State 


—the first such confere nce to be held 


for nine years. 

All the speakers at the packed pub- 
lic session. on the. opening evening 
made reference to the © political 
shadows. that: lie over the country. 


“The Chief: Rabbi of the Federation, 


Rabbi Dr. L. I. Rabmowitz,. said : 
“We Jews have a long and honour- 


able. tradition of undivided loyalty 


to legally constituted authority. It is 
immaterial whether it is a monarchy 
or a republic, a republic within the 
Commonwealth or outside of it. . We 
continue to give of our loyalty and 
our. service to that country. 

He added. however “We have an 
even greater and honourable tradition 
in furthering the 
brotherhood of man and. the father- 
hood of God, the principle of: the 
equality ofall men without discrimi 
nation of colour: or creed,” 

A gets of loyalty was also given 
by Dr. 4. Bersohn, who. presided, He 
said ine the Jewish community: had 
at no-time aligned itself with any par- 
ticular’ party. any racial section or- 
language group, and had not taken 
up a uniform. stand 
which “are: ‘con fronting us in: the 
political scene. 

“It is, however. our pleasant duty 
to record our appreciation to the 
present. Government for their fair 
treatment of the Jewish community.’

HE rabbis suggest that Moses 
anxiety 


entertained some 


over the profusion of flags 


and banners that flourished in 
Israel’s wilderness camp. — Each

L.C.C. APPROVE SITE 


FOR J.FS. 


The London County Council's Edu- 
cation Committee on Wednesday 
agreed to purchase for £38,000 a site. 
of about two-thirds of an acre 
adjacent to the J.F.S. Secondary 
School, Camden Town, in order that 
the school can be extended in the 
L.C.C, major. building programme for 
1962-63. 

The site is in Busby Place at the 


rear of Oseney Crescent, St. Pancras. 


At present there are, on this land, 13 
houses let in flats, and part of the 
gardens of four other houses. The 
scheme will mean that about 140 
people will be displaced and will have 
to be rehoused. 

The cost of this site. which will 
nable the school to be enlarged from 
its present three forms to eight forms, 
will be recovered from the London 
Board of Jewish Religious Education. 


HOLIDAYS EXTENDED 


The Education Committee also 
agreed to a proposal of the primary 
and secondary schools sub-committee 
that the summer holidays this year 
be extended by two days at secondary 
schools where there is. a considerable 
number of ‘Jewish. pupils because of 
the incidence of Rosh Hashana. 

One of the schools affected will be 
St.. Marylebone’ Grammar. School 
where the governors. had asked the 
I C.C. to agree that as over one-third 
of the pupils were likely to be absent 
on September 11 and 12 that. the 
autumn term might begin on Septem- 
ber 13, thereby adding two days to 
the school holidays, on the under- 
standing that the holidays for 1961-62 
be correspondingly reduced 
two days.

Chief Rabbi as Acting Principal 


Chronicle Reporter 


The Chief Rabbi is to be the Act- 
ing Principal of Jews’ College until 
a permanent successor is found for 
the present Principal, Rabbi Dr. 1. 
Epstein, who is due to retire in 
December. 

The proposal was put forward by 
the Hon. Officers and Executive 
Committee, who also recommended 
that Dr. H. J. Zimmels, the senior 
lecturer at the College, should act 
as Director of Studies until a suitable 
Principal be found. The proposals 
were accepted at a meeting of the 
Council held at the College = on 
Monday. 

It was pointed out by the Chair- 
man, Mr. Alan A. Mocatta, QO... 
that an announcement in THe Jewisnu 
CHRONICLE, inviting applications for 
the post of Principal, had yielded not 
a single reply. The Chief Rabbi. he 
said, had also made inquiries in the 
U.S.A. and Israel, but investiga- 
tion all the recommended candidates 
had proved unsuitable. 


‘Mr. Mocatta reminded the Council 


that the Chief Rabbi, in accepting 
this. position, was following. in. the 


footsteps of his predecessor, the late 
Dr. 


the. College. 

Both the Chairman and the ‘Chief 
Rabbi made it clear that, on the 
recommendations being accepted, a 
reorganisation of. the lecture curricula 
would’ be necessary. and that there 
would. probably be a complete 
reorientation in. the.

Problem of finance

The problems of the small com- 
munities occupied the major part of 
the annual meeting of the Jewish 
Memorial Council held in Woburn 
House, London, last week. The Hon. 
Ewen S. Montagu. Q.C.. the Presi- 
dent, was m the chatr. | 

The Executive Committee. of . the 
Council in its report said that par-— 
ticular stress had been placed on the 
provision of religious instruction to 
children in the small communities. In 
some cases the Council! had sub- 
sidised the payments to teachers. In 


» isolated areas, where it was not pos- 


sible to send teachers, the Council 
had made available a special Chil- 
dren's Correspondence Course spect- 
ally devised “by Mr. Harold. Levy. 
Inspector of the Central Council for 
Jewish Religious Education. 

Ih the discussion which followed, Mr. 
R. N. Carvalho said that the Council 
had to work within its means, though 
they were hopeful that the Chief 
Rabbi would be able to. persuade 
members of the community to make 
generous offerings. ‘So far, however. 
they had received only £400, and 
many people who benefited from 
their services paid-next to nothing for 


it. 
Mr. H. A. Gaventa suggested that - 
the United Synagogue should take the 


small communities under its wing. ao 
idea. which Mr. Montagu. rejected 
Itinerant minister 
Dayan M, Lew- asked whether: it 


would. not be advisable to. pool the. 
resources of the Council, the Pro- 
vincial. Ministers’ ‘Fund, and any 


other funds that might be . available 


in order to assist the smaller -com- 
and appoint an itimerant.

Mr. Carvalho thought that such an 


experiment might be a very fruitful 
one,

CALL TO OPEN DOOR 
OF JUDAISM 


“Today we are living in a period 
of ‘voluntary Judaism.’”:. No fonger 
was there any communal social pres- 
sure which existed in the ghettoes. 
There was a lack of external pressure, 
such as wide-scale antisemitism. 

This. view was expressed. by the 
Rev. Dr. Chaim. Pearl, minister. of 
the New West End Synagogue, when 
he spoke at the Hammersmith Syna- 
gogue on “Judaism in Our Times, 
The lecture was the last in a series | 
organised by..the Torah. Department 
of the Jewish Agency. 

Dr. Pearl said that Jews should be 
‘prepared to share some of the biess- 
ings with those who wanted to join 
them and with those who took a 
sincere imierest. in. Judaism. and the 
Jewish way of life. The doors should 
be opened a littl wider to the 
sincere thinker of Jewish truth. 

No single school had an. answer 
to Judaism in our times, said Dr. 
Pearl. Although an Orthodox minis- 
ter himself. he refused to reject com- 
pletely all the standards and 
teachines of the Reform Movement. 

D-. Pearl said that although he 
loved the Orthodox synagogue, he 
disliked its lack of decorum. He 
saw no reason why a beautiful 
passage in English could not be intro- 
duced into the service.

Plans for new training centre

A £250,000 appeal to the community 
is to be launched in the autumn by 
the Jewish Blind Society. Approxi- 
mately £100,000 will be used to set up 
a special centre for the rehabilitation 


and training of partially sighted 
people at present. classified at 


unemployable.” 
Details of the centte, the first of its 


kind this country, were given by 
Mr. M. .Vanson,: Secretary of . the 
Society, at a Day Conference on 


Rehabilitation held under the Soctety’s 
auspices at its premises (1 Craven 
Hill, W.2), on Sunday, 

The Society has already purchased 
and demolished Nos. 91-93 Stamford 
Hill, N.16, and is planning to erect 
a new building on the site. Apart 
from a special workshop where par- 
tially sighted people will be trained 
to earn a living wage. and eventually 
become sufficiently skilled for outside 
employment, the centre will also. pro- 
vide an occupational therapy work- 
shop for old-age pensioners, an 
assembly hall, a canteen, and Braille 
and music rooms. It will cater. for 
400 people. 

It is hoped that*work on the build- 
ing will start early next year, subject 
to finance. 


Chairman of the Financial Committee 
of the British Council for the Dis- 
abled, appeal for more workshops for 
the blind and partially sighted.

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PARENTS DEFY LONDON 
BOARD 


To pay voluntary education fees

Despite a plea by the London Board 
of Jewish Religious Education, parents 


of children attending Ilford District 


Synagogue Hebrew Classes voted on 
Sunday to endorse the action of the 
Synagogue Education Committee to 
institute a weekly voluntary tuition 
fee of a shilling per child, | | 


By. an overwhelming majority some 


120 parents agreed to pay this sum 
towards the education. of their 
children,. They attended an open 
forum called to discuss the. attempt 
to raise the standard of education at 
the Classes. 

The Board had sent a letter to 
parents at Hford stating that it had 
not been consulted and would in no 
circumstances have agreed to the fee, 
pointing out that only a few weeks 
ago the Board decided not to change 
the principle of free education. not- 
withstanding its financial difficulties. 

*You are therefore requested not 
to make any payment for this pur- 
pose,” wrote the Board, 

Arranged by the Parents’ Associa- 
tion at the suggestion of the Educa- 
tion Committee, Sunday's meeting was 
held in the Mark Lewis Hall, Beehive 
Lane, with Mr. J. Bass, Chairman of 
the Association, presiding. 

Mr. L. Freedman, Chairman of. the 
Education Committee, said that. the 
classes, the largest.in :the country, 
were housed «in. four. separate build- 
ings. The children in some classes 
were accommodated . by .. squeezing 
three into a desk for two. - Efficient 
administration by the headmaster, he 
said, Was: no’ longer extremely diffi- 
cult. it: was fast. becoming. almost 
impossible. However, ‘their péneral

all bad, and could rapidly be improved 
if better accommodation could be 
found and the services of additional 
professionally qualified — teachers 
obtained. 

Following strenuous efforts on the

classes at least three times a week.

Hon. Officers and the Board of 
Management and with the support of 
the committee of the Parents’ Associa- 
tion, they had, said Mr. Freedman, 
directly appealed to parents to heip 
with a weekly voluntary contribution 
of one shilling, the money to be used 
to engage additional qualified teachers, 

The response, he. reported, was 


immediate and wholehearted, over 


75 per cent of the parents responding 
in the first week.

EICHMANN WAS “ ALL 
POWERFUL” 


The first non-Jew to give evidence, 
Judge MICHAEL MUSMANNO, of Penn- 
sylvania. Supreme Court, said that 
Goering had told him in 1945 that 
Eichmann had been “all powerful 
in the extermination of Jews.” 


Judge Musmanno was appointed 
by President Truman as a judge at 
the Nuremberg Military Tribunal, and 
participated in the trials of Goering 
and of administrators of concentration 
camps, and then acted as Presiding 
Judge in the trial of the Einsatzgrup- 
pen (extermination squads). Immedi- 
ately after the.end of the war, he was 


also ‘delegated to investigate reports 


of Hitler's death and in the course of 
this investigation he interviewed all 
the captured Nazi leaders. 


Interference resented 


Ribbentrop had told him that he. 


“very much resented Eichmann’s 
interference in his Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs.” . He said he was “ very sorry 
~ that Hitler had put so much authority 
into. Eichmann’s hands in the pro- 
gramme of Jewish extermination.” 
Judge Musmanno described a con- 
versation. with Goering about. the 
atrocities against the Jews in which 
the Nazi leader had said that the men 
responsible for the extermination of 
‘Jews. were “ Hitler, Himmier, Bor- 
mann, Goebbels, Heydrich, and Eich- 
mann.” Goering claimed that he 
himself did not knew about the extent 
of this plan. 
- Hans Frank, the Nazi Governor of 
occupied Poland. told Judge Mus- 
manno during interrogation that as 
. the war continued he had decided that 
“he would wade in blood no longer.” 
Frank had gone to see Himmier to 
ask him to stop the slaughter of the 


Jews, Himmler had referred Frank to. 


Eichmann. and, according to Judge. 
Musmanno, “Frank could not get. 
anvwhere with Eichmann.’ 

Walter Schellenberg, the Nazi 
intelligence chief. told Judge Mus- 


manno that Eichmann’s low rank— 
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li¢utenant-colonel—did not impede 
him at all, because he Bad at all 
times the approval of Himmler, and 
if it became necessary he could use 
the name of Hitler. 

Eichmann’s invulnerability was 
demonstrated in 1944, according to 
Schellenberg, Judge Musmanno con- 
tinued. 
“The S.S. court in Berlin ordered 
the arrest of Eichmann and issued a 
warrant of arrest.” The charge was 
cruelty and corruption in the 
administration of the S.S. 

But Ernst Kaltenbrunner, who had 
become: Nazj Security Chief, pro- 
tected Eichmann. telling the S.S. court 
that it had no jurisdiction over Eich- 
mann “because he was engaged im 
fulfilling a special mission for Hitler,” 
the judge said. 

Questioned. about what happened 
to extermination squad officers who 
could not stomach their task of mass 
executions. Judge Musmanno said:

He was told this by General Karl 
Koller. last Chief. of Staff. of the

Luftwaffe. Koller had told him that 
towards the end of the war Hitler 
was in a “passion” and ordered the 
execution of all captured Allied pilots. 

Koller had refused to obey the 
order and tried to rally support for 
his point of view among other Service 
chiefs. But Eichmann was 
stumbling block, insisting that every 
pilot of Jewish parentage should be 
shot. 

Judge Musmanno said that Koller 
claimed to have saved the pilots des- 
pite Eichmann’s efforts.

As Israel's military forces began 
their summer manceuvres last week 
a@ grave warning came from the Chietf- 
of-Staff, General Zvi Tsur,. that 
Nasser, was nearly ready to launch a 
War against her. 

General Tsur, who was speaking 
at a luncheon at the Commercial and 
Industrial Club, said that the present 
Egyptian Army was much. stronger 
than the one which. opposed Israel 


during the Sinai Campaign, even 
though it was still in process of 


absorbing its latest Soviet T.54 tanks 
and MiG.19. aircraft. 

The Egyptian High Command now 
attached much more importance to 
the quality of its conscripts, he said, 
and special attention was also being 
paid to the maintenance of — the 
modern arms it had acquired. 


Because of the relative quiet along 


the. borders, continued the General, 
the public were under the illusion 
that the threat to Israel had 
decreased, and many national service 
officers had decided not to stay in 
the Army. 

The necessity for strengthening the 
Regular Army was also. stressed by 


Mr. Ben-Gurion, when he addressed 
a mass rally of Mapai last week. He 
declared that the biggest military 
manceuvres ever held in the Middle 
East had just taken place in both 
regions of the United Arab Republic. 

Defence Prizes were awarded by 
the Prime Minister last week, for the 
fourth time since the establishment of 
the State, to eight soldiers and 
civilians, The nature of their achieve- 
ments was not-disclosed, but Mr. Ben- 
Gurion said they “gave Israel quali-

A moving. and colourful ceremony. marked the 
unveiling on Sunday by Field-Marshal Sir Gerald 
Templer of -the War Memorial at Willesden 
Cemetery to Jewish Service men and women of 
both world wars who have no known grave: The 
Association of - Jewish. Ex-Service Men and 
Women, under whose auspices the ceremony was 


held. deserve full credit for the manner in-which- 


they undertook their task: This was not. an 
occasion where any suspicion could be aroused 
that the memory of the dead was being. exploited 
for propaganda purposes. It betokened a sincere 
tribute to fallen comrades of the Jewish faith 


who died in the service of. thei: country. and 


lor the sake of the principles in. which we all 
believe. While the Chief Rabbi and the. Rev. 
Dr. Levy lent dignity and grace to the ceremony, 
it- may be regretted. that, although the Christian

There ‘could 
scarcely have been a more fitti ng oppot tunity than 
this for a demonstration of the unity. of Israel, 
and among the. laity, too, the numbers. were 
lar jess thaa they should have: been.

CENTENARY. APPEAL 


Few appeals have been made for such practical 


purposes’ as the Norwood” Centenary fund. 


Orphans and children, always the special objects 
of Jewish compassion, deprived the happiness 
of a Jewish home, are to be transferred.to sur- 


roundings as near to normal as is humanly 


possible. The vast institution erected in Victorian 
days to accommodate these children will soon be 
razed to the ground, and the youngsters will in 
future live in small houses, in families of seven 
or eight, cared. for by a housemother or married 


couple. Norwood has always been in the fore- 


front of social advance, and recent pioneer efforts 
have proved so successful that it has been decided 
to reorganise the whole institution along the most 
up-to-date lines. All the children now attend 
schools in the locality and mix freely with their 
school-fellows, visiting them in dheir homes and 
in their turn receiving them as guests, Judaism 
is the inspiring force of all Norwood’s activities, 
and a new synagogue is to be built on the site 
of the old and out-of-date buildings. Attached 
to this synagogue will be a communal hall. where 


the young people will meet for group activities 


of all kinds. Such is the scheme-—but it can only 
come to fruition with the wholehearted support 
of the community,

realise that in no less than thirty- 
six places the Torah warns us to 
treat the stranger well?”

The American “ Joint” con- 
tributes 43 million francs to the 
budget ; Ozar Hatorah Inc. of New 
York also supplies a substantial 
grant: and the remaining 13 mil- 
lions have to be covered by dona- 
tions from abroad.

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GIFT THE TORAH

Ever Since Sinai: A Modern View 
of Torah. By Jakos J, PeTucHowskt.

For some time now there has been 
welcome evidence of a recognition by 
exponents of so-called Reform 
Judaism here and in America. that 
Jewish faith and ethics cannot survive 
without an informing sense of (and 
for) Jewish history ; and that the only 
way to retain hold of this life-line is 
by a greater receptivity to traditional 
Jewish. self-expression in liturgy and 
custom. This little book is the latest 
example of the trend: a slight 
volume, as its author would be the 
first to concede, but a_ refreshing 
change from tabloid books concerned 
primarily with the communication of 
information, in that it is an attempt 
to arrange certain basic facts (which 
are simply but competently set out) in 
a pattern that can‘ commend itself to 
a twentieth-century mind. | 3 


Traditional picture 


Modern. Left-wing Jewry has 
blandly accepted: at its face-value 
from modern Right-wing Jewry the 
latter’s myopic picture of Torah, only: 


to reject it as an inadequate basis for 
a living faith today ; it has not appre-- 
‘erated that the traditional picture is 


true of a part, but only a part, of 
what is really meant by Torah—which 


is an entity the whole of which is 


mystically greater than the sum of its 
parts. It is to this short-sightedness 
that Dr. Petuchowski addresses him-

that women, too, are not debarred 
from reciting it in an Orthodox syna- 
cogue. The author does. not, in fact. 


make use, im his first six chapters, of 


the distinction between “ Orthodox ” 
and “ progressive” or “ non-Ortho- 
dox.” and it may be surmised that he 
finds these categories as useless as 
does the reviewer ; if we have to have 
labels, traditionalist and modern- 
ist" are a Shade less unhelpful. 

It is a pity, therefore, that in his 
final chapter he falls back on the 
conventional distinction without 
declaring the reserves that he 
obviously feels. And there is. virtu- 
ally nothing here with which the 
so-called “Orthodox” Jew who 1s 
prepared to face the problems of the 
Pentateuch and. its inspirational 
quality fairly and squarely will feel 
that he must disagree. The. dynamic 
rature af Torah is well brought out ; 
not only is a. continued dynamism

Contemporary language 


In his translation Dr. Pool has 
endeavoured to combine poetic 
majesty with contemporary language, 
and. has on the whole succeeded in 
producing an English. rendering which 
is at once dignified, reverent, and 
prayerful, one which brings out fully 
the inner meaning of the Hebrew teat. 

At times, however, the translation 
is too free paraphrastic and cumber- 
some. ‘To give a few examples. 
“Make our heart a harmony of love 
reverence,’ where. “make us 
single-hearted ” would be simpler and 
more effective. “Remove from us 
the force of evil incitation,” where 
“adversary ” is more correct. Satan 
here is not an evil impulse but, as the 
context clearly shows, a living foe. 
“ Bless our year as a goodly year” 
should be “like other good years.” 

Further, while Dr. Pool _ prints 
faithfully the traditional text, yet m 
his translation in a number of places 
he changes the sequence of the verses. 
Thus in Psalm cxlv he transfers the 
second half of verse 6 to the end of 
verse 5. In the second paragraph of 
the Amida he places the sentence, 
‘In Thy great love thou revivest the 
dead” before “keeping faith with 
those who sleep in the dust.” Logic- 
ally this sequence may be mofe cor- 
rect but it is not traditional. 

In the Kaddish he renders “ In_ this 
world of His creation may His will be 
fulfilled,” instead of “in the world 
which He created according to His 
will.” This translation is not justified

Mapai united in tense debate

JERUSALEM 

The Knesset on Monday rejected 
motions by Cherut and the Com- 
munists to debate as a matter of 
urgency. or to have discussed by a 
committee, .the decision’ to grant 
immunity to two former $.S, officers 
-~-Wilhelm -Hoett! and Walter Hup- 
penkothen—if they came to Israel to 
testify on. Eichmann’s behalf. 

Mapai members maintained. an 
almost completely united front against 
these motions, alihough whether they 
all. felt comfortable about it 1s open 
to question. The unusual silence in 
which the Communist. leader, Dr. 
Moshe Sneh, was heard, as he made 
his impassioned plea against allowing 
Nazis to enter and leave the country 
without hindrance, was perhaps. evi- 
dence that feelings ran’ counter to 
political loyalties. | 
Eliahu Meridor spoke. ‘for 
Cherut. His motion paralleled Sneh’s 
jn that ‘both regretted. the inability to 
force a no-confidence. vote against 
the Government, since officially it had 
already resigned. | 

Mr. Meridor recalled official state- 


“ments that Israel would: take repara- 


tions money but would neither forget 
nor forgive. This policy was now 


being whittled.down in various ways, 


including the. presence of German 
visitors moving. freely . about . the 
’treets and cafés and in. the’ univer- 
sity, he complained. 

The Minister. of Justice, 
Pinhas Rosen, who replied for the 
Government. was constantly inter- 
rupted, and.the Speaker had to. call. 


for order several times. Mr. Rosen's 


main point was that responsibility for 
the decision lay on -the shoulders of 
the Attorney-General as the Govern- 
ment’s Iegal adviser. The Government 
had recommended granting immunity, 
but it had not taken the decision for 
him. 7 
There. had been no difference of 
Opinion between the parties, said Mr. 
Rosen, on bringing Eichmann: to trial 
—and a trial meant giving him every 
chance to defend. himself. The 
decision to. waive the clause of the 
law on Nazism referring to mem- 
bership of such organisations as the 
S.S. (maximum penalty seven years 
imprisonment) had obviously not been 
an. easy one. - 

In. the event, the Knesset voted 42 
to 29 against having a debate. How-

West Germany, at. first provided 
for the compensation only of people 
who were Greek nationals at the: time 
of the persecutions and remained such 
today. Khe amendment. tmtroduced 
as..a result of pressure from. .the 
Central Board of Greek Jewry, will 
extend compensation rights to 2.000 
Greek Jews who have taken. Israeli, 
or other, nationality.

The Chief Rabbinate of Israel sees 
ne reason to discuss anew the ques- 
ion of marriage between Indian Jews 
of the Bene Israel sect and. other 
Jews so long as no authoritative new.

This was disclosed by. a.spokes- 
“man of the Rabbinate following last 
week's. appointment of an.“ Action 
Committee representatives’ of 
the.

As regards marrying outside the 
sect, however, there are divergent 
views. According to Press reports 
the late Chief Rabbi Herzog and the: 
late Chief Rabbi. Uziel . permitted 
marriages’ between members of the 
sect and other Jews. . On the other 
‘hand, Rabbi Nissim and other mem- 
bers of the Rabbinate are now pro- 
hibiting such marriages. Neverthe- 
less, the Rabbinate as a body. has. 
decided not to issue an edict banning 
them, | 

The Rabbinate spekesman said that 
many. prospective brides. and. bride- 
grooms. just register as immigrants 


from. India and = are generalls 
accepted as such. But the question 
arose recently when. @ prospective 


bridegroom declared himself a mem-
